NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 12.— 
(?)—The question of whether or not 
Hardeman county officials exceeded 
their authority in executing a bond 
sale contract with Caldwell & Co. 
was. argued back and forth today in 
the criminal court trial of the failed 
company’s president, Rogers Cald- 
well, on a charge of fraudulent breach 


of trust. 

The point was raised by the de-| 
fense in an effort to show that the 
trust agreement Caldwell is charged 
with violating was irregular and 
hence the county had recourse only 
to civil action. State’s attorneys, 
however, argued that the county offi- 
cials acted under authority delegated 
to them by the county court when 
they entered into the-contract provid- 
ing for the sale of a $200, road 
bond issue to Caldwell & Co. 

The defense claimed there was no 
authority for signing any contract ex- 
cept one in exact accordance with the 
original proposal. M. L. Partridge, 
county court clerk, the only witness 
to testify today, said Caldwell & Co. 
submitted an oral bid and the court 
adopted a resolution accepting the bid 
and authorizing the county judge and 
clerk to enter into a “proper” con- 
tract. : 

A written bid was then submitted. 


Partridge testified, which provided | 
that the county, after being paid for | 
the bonds, redeposit the proceeds | 
with Caldwell & Co. This proposal | 
provided that the deposit be pecured | 
by personal surety bonds. 

Partridge said that subsequently, | 
however, the personal surety bonds | 
-~were disapproved and ultimately a} 
contract providing for the pledging of 
government bonds as collateral was 
executed. |

Papal Answer to Italy 
Thought To Be Key to 
Quick Settlement. 


ROME, June 12.—@)—Quick set- 
tlement of the Vatican's differences 
with Italy was forecast today as the 
pope turned over to Papal Nuncio 
Borgongini-Duca a note with instruc- 
tions that it be delivered to Dino 
Grandi, the Italian foreign minister. 

The pope spent nearly an hour and 
a half discussing the document with 
the nuncio and Vatican circles ex- 
pressed confidence that within a week 
accord would be established with the 
government, or at least closely ap- 
proached. 

It is known the Vatican desires to 


hasten at least a temporary arrange-| 


ment. One reason for this is the de- 
sire of the people to have the prohi- 
bition against the religious processions 
lifted. Another is the importance of 
removing uncertainty about the future 
of the 500.000 membership of the dis- 
solved Catholic clubs which now are 
being incorporated into new societies. 

Italy, however, seems to be in no 
great haste. 

The government considers the Vati- 
can’s reorganization of Catholic ac- 
tion is evidence the pope intends to 
eliminate or prevent the alleged po- 
litical activities of the organization. 
As that was the main issue in the 
controversy, the signs are optimistic. 

Both sides are understood to be dis- 
posed to minimize if not ignore the 
mutual charges of treaty violation and 
the Vatican is believed to have con- 
.tented itself with the “regrets” of the 
government, instead of demanding a 
formal apology for outbursts of pub 
lic violence.

A correspondent requests that 1 write a definition of friendship. Friend- 
ship is a word that defies definition. One is tempted to say that is too 
abstract, but that won’t pass because most of us have, concreted it in our 

lives. One is tempted to say that it defies definition 
because it is such a variable quantity, like water, taking 
the shape of the vessel in which it is placed. But that 

won’t pass, for the dictionary defines water in such a} 
way as to allow for those variations. It is defined as a 
fluid which descends from the clouds in rain, which 
forms lakes and rivers, H20, odorless, tasteless, trans- 
parent liquid, which is very slightly compressible. 


What, then, is friendship? Emerson wrote 
a classic essay on the subject with which. every 
person who can read should be familiar. The 
wise Solomon punctuated Proverbs with allusions 
to, and comments on, friendship. Jesus, who had 
a perfect genius for making infinite subjects clear 
to finite minds, used the word and the idea re- 
peatedly. And when, on one occasion, he talked 
to His followers in heart-to-heart fashion he said, 
“Ve are My friends .. .”

NEW YORK, June 12.-—(4)— 
After making new low records for the 
\season at the beginning of the week, a 
'better tone developed in the cotton 
market. The lower prices evidently 


attracted an increased trade demand, 
while the decline had strengthened the 
technical position which led to consid- 
erable covering as the market turned 
upward. 

Contracts became comparatively 
scarce and there seemed more disposi- 
‘tion among local traders to discuss 
| bullish possibilities.  Puyers showed 
'no disposition to follow up the ad- 
' vances, but the selling was less aggres- 
sive than recently and realizing or 


| reselling by recent buyers was readily 


absorbed on moderate setbacks toward 
'the end of the week. 

The week's weather news made a 
generally favorable impression on sen- 
timent. It was believed the crop made 
fair progress during the week and that 

‘its condition has improved somewhat 
since the end of May, although it is 
still reported a week or ten days late. 


| Latest figures indicate that sales — 


fertilizer tags are still reusing Ee 
hind last year. For the month o May 
they are said to have shown a decrease 
‘of 17.2 per cent and for the @ix 
Months, Jecember-May, a falling off 
‘of 28.2 per cent. There has been con- 
discussion as to just how 
‘great a decrease this may mean in the 
‘use of fertilizer per acre, as there bas 
been a reduction in the cotton —- 
‘aceording to eurrent reports.
